Death 
is kept in Gop's own hand, or (which is the fame 
thing) it is put into the hand of ChR IS, the Only- 
begorren of the FA THRR : It is inthe beſt Hand: Never 
the leſs we cannot obſerve the Order that it keeps; 
either, 1.. As to the Time, or 2. Asto the Manner of 
ones dying and anothers. 5 


1. As to the Time of Death's coming to one and 
another, it ſeems without any Order. We cannot ob- 
ſerve any natural Order, nor moral, nor political in 
the approach of Death, here or there. = 


1. No natural Order. By which I mean, according 
to the courſe of Nature; as to us it would ſeem order 
ly for the Elder to go before the Younger, and Pa- 
rents before their Children. But Death obſerves. no 
ſuch Order of Nature and Age. Younger Perſons do 
often die before their Elders, and Children before their 
Parents. At the next door again, the Elder dies before | 


the Younger ; the Parents before the Children. 
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IN that bro't in Death broke in upon this ſeem- 
ing natural Order, and the natural Deſires both of Pa- 
rents and Children. For Parents naturally and ſtrongly _ 
deſire, if it may pleaſe Gop, that their Children may 
out-live them; and Children naturally hope and ex 
to out- live their Parents, by the Will of Gop. But the 
firſt Death we read of broke this Order, namely Abels; 
and how many more of their Children Adam & Eve 
liv'd to bury we know not. But this we know that 
the Zeſt among their fallen Offspring ſhare in this

2. Dzarn ſeems not to regard or keep any Moral 
Order in its approch to one and another. 'The Good 
die before the bad, and the ad again before the Good; 
here the Righteous before the Wicked, and there the 
wicked before the Godly. Here the wicked is driven 
away in his wickedneſs, and there he lives old and is 
mighty iu power. Here the Godly die young delired 
and lamented, and in the midiFof their uſefulneſs; and 
there their Hoary head is a Crown of glory in the ways 
of = 46 ncaa The leaſt worthy and fit to live, as 

we are ready to think, do often out-live their betters ; 
and thoſe of whom the World is not worthy, a Zoftah, 

the Haptiſt, a Stephen, are taken away young; lament- 
ed and bewailed. Good Men are ready to call this 
without any Order, while they mourn the early Deaths 
of the wiſe and prudent, the pious and godly, the uſe- 
ful and profitable ; and while they grean under the 
uſeleſs and hurtful prolonged Life of the wicked. 


3. DzarTn ſeems not to regard any Political or Civil 
Order among Men, in its approaches to one & another. 
It regards no Diſtinction, Rank, or Degree of Men, in 
State or Church. The Noble and Ignoble, the Lord 
or the Slave, the Maſter and the Servant, are treated 
juſt alike by Death. There is no Precedency kept to. 
The Prince does not go firſt here, and his Nobles next; 


nor do they affect or deſire it. 


If the firſt in Quality and Rank were firſt to die, 
*would ſpoil all the Order and State and Glory of 
the World that now is; and turn it upſide down. 
Crowns would grow cheap, and Men would ſhun the

The moral Characters of Perſons are no ſecurity here;

The Sons 
of Job, and thoſe of Aaron were ſtruck dead, as well

pors and Lethargies, ſeiſe and carry off one and another. 
The ſame Pains & Torments rend and tear Perſons of 
the moſt different Characters; whether. on worldly 
Accounts, or on moral and religious. And the ſame 
noiſome Diſeaſes corrupt the Bodies, and deſtroy the 


Lives of Saints arid Sinners; of Lazarus and of Herod. 


The hard and the eaſie Death, is common to good and 
bad, young and old, rich or poot, Parent and Offspring. 
Queens in their Palaces and Ane Iinnen, and Beggars on 
the dunghil and in their rags, die of the ſame Sores and 
Ulcers. Kings die by evil Accidents, and by the hand of 
Violence, as well as others; and one as well as another 


prolong their dayes and die in their neſt.

But here we ſpeak only of the viſible State of the dead, 
not of the inviſible. | 

Fox if we look #4 Faith into the inviſible World 
and State, there we behold the moſt perfect and glo- 
r:-us Order. The good and the bad, the godly and 


the wicked are in their proper place; Judas in his, 
and the repenting Thief ( thro? Grace) in his; [namely 


the Para liſe of CuRISH prepared for Penitents from 
the foundation of the World. The Servants of Sin and 
of Satan deceaſed, are gone accurſed into everlaſting

This is moſt exact Order, without reſpect of 
Pei ſ ns, every Man according to his Works; the degrees 
of Ne ward and Puniſhment bearing à juſt Proportion to 
the degrie> of Grace and labours of Love, and to the 
meaſures and degrees of Sin and Wickedneſs done in 
the Body. This is the bright and ſhining Order in the 
unſeen ard eternal State: Matth.
